During  the  year  1946  there  has  been  no  serious  epidemic  of  Infectious 
Fevers  in  the  Lydney  Rural  District.  There  was  a  small  outbreak  of 
Whooping-Cough,  but  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever 
was  remarkably  lov/.  The  outstanding  improvement  v/as  shown  by  the  drop  in 
the  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  by  nearly  50/^* 

The  system  of  immunization  by  both  School  Medical  Officers  of  the 
County  Council  and  local  Medical  Practitioners  has  again  accounted  for  a 
high  percentage  of  our  children  being  immunized,  and  an  absence  of  any 
epidemic  of  diphtheria. 

The  high  standard  of  the  quality  of  the  food  in  the  District  is  due  to 
the  large  number  of  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Accredited  Milk  producers  and  to 
the  vigilant  inspection  of  food  supplies. 

The  ventilation,  sanitary  conditions,  and  health  of  the  workers  in  the 
new  factories  is  very  satisfactory. 

The  housing  conditions  remain  deplorable,  but  the  fev/  houses  in 
process  of  erection  lends  a  ray  of  hope  to  a  few  who  so  badly  need  a  home 
and  shelter.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  Year  1946,

H3USING, 

Regarding  housing  repairs,  this  is  a  most  difficiilt  problem,  and  I  am 
very  much  concerned  with  the  condition  detrimental  to  health  existing  at 
some  properties,  owing  to  the  fact  that  very  little  of  the  repairs 
scheduled  have  been  carried  out. 

As  the  result  of  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  details  of  which  are  given 
below,  improvements  were  carried  out  to  21  houses. 

In  addition  17  houses  where  the  housing  standard  is  still  low,  it  was 
only  possible  to  insist  on  the  repairs  that  would  render  them  wind  and 
weatherproof. 

Few  of  the  overcrowded  cases  investigated  were  relieved. 


In  accordance  vdth  Circvilar  2157  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  Council 
renewed  the  six-month  licences  granted  to  owners  of  the  following
